",..from the Scrap of JO JOHN SKIDMORE GILL, written by him in his own 
handwriting on March 5, 1894. 
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"T, JO JOHN SKIDMORE GILL, was born June 16, 1816 in Franklin co., N.C. 
My father was ROBERT GILL who died Feb. 25, 1820. His father’s name was 
JOSEPH. My mother, MARY, was the daughter of REV. JOHN YOUNG, a very 
zealous, devout, old-fashioned Methodist Preacher. 


"My father had five brothers: (1) THOMAS, who came to Maury co., TN at a 
very early date and married and raised a large family; (2) RICHARDSON, 
married BETSY STONE in N.C. and came to Maury co. many years ago and died 
there; (3) WILLIAM A., married MISS NICHOLSON. UNCLE WILLIAM’S first wife 
died and he married SALLIE HICKY; (4) JAMES, died at Norfork, VA, as a 
soldier in the 1812 War, never married; and (5) GIDEON, married POLLY 
TANSIL, had several children. UNCLE GIDEON accidently shot himself. 


"My father’s sisters were: (1) MILDRED, who went to KY and married a MR. 
WILLIAMS. She had one son, ARCHIBALD, who read law in Columbia; (2) 
SALLIE, married STEPHEN JOHNSON, lived and died in Granville co., N.C.3; 
(3) FRANCES, married WM. WHITE, and lived and died in Granville co., N.C.$ 
(4) DRUCILLA DAVENPORT married DAVID THOMAS, died near Louisburg, N.C. 


My mother had only one sister, BETSY, who married WM. JONES and lived on 
Lynch Creek, Franklin co., N.C. One of his sisters Married my cousin, 
JOHN N. GILL, son of UNCLE W.A. GILL. My mother’s only full brother was 
SAMUEL YOUNG, who married SALLY WHITFIELD. They lived and died in 
Granville co., N.C. My mother had one half brother, JOHN WESLEY, who 
lived and died on my grandfather’s old homestead. 


I first entered school in 1826. I and brother WILLIAM went to an old 
field school about 3 miles to CLIFF FINCH. I continued to go in 1827, but 
brother WILLIAM, having mastered Pike’s Arithmetic and learing to spell 
and read very well, his education was completed, and he stayed at home to 
work our mother’s farm, so I had as I thought a very serious time going by 
myself as much of the road led through old deserted fields, through a 
lonely creek valley, and then to add to the gloom and terror of the 
occasion I had to pass a very ancient and lonely graveyard, and to add to 
my great terror, everybody in those days believed in spirits and ghosts. 


This brings me to my 12th year of age, 1828, I stayed at home and worked 
on the farm, about this time my Brother THOMAS came to Tennessee, which 
only left in my family my mother’s old cousin SALLY GREER (who lived in 
the family years before I was born. She was first cousin to my father), 
my brother WILLIAM and myself. We had to work hard and used great economy 
to keep even with the world, but still it was a happy time to me. I 
worked steady during the week till Saturday evening and then in spring and 
summer spent that evening in fishing in old Tar River. 1829 I went to 
school about 1/2 miles from our house. At that school I got a smattering 
idea of English, grammer, and went as far in Pike’s Arithmetic as my 
teacher could instruct me, and this finished my education. 1830 I worked 
on the farm, and also in 1831. 


In the fall of this year brother THOMAS (having married MISS MARIA B. 
HAYES) returned to N.C. for some negroes he had left there. He persuaded 
mother and family to sell out and come to Tennessee and about the 20th of 


December (1831) we landed at the home of brother THOMAS, a few miles east 
of Petersburg. 
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A short time after Christmas, 1832, I set in to (work) for PORTERFIELD and 
AKIN at Petersburg but as they had made a previous engagement with J.M. 
YOWELL to sell goods for them I left soon and worked on the farm with 
brothr THOMAS. In June of this year brother WILLIAM was married to MISS 
ELIZABETH F. HAYES. In the fall of this year I returned to the store of 
the above named firm and remained with them till January or February of 
1833 when the above named firm sold out to ROWLETT & HILL. November I 
went to Huntsville, Ala. and engaged to clerk for MORGAN & TACKLER, but 
becoming dissatisfied left and came back to my brother WILLIAM’S near 
Petersburg. During the former year I became acquainted with MISS ANGELINA 
MOORE and formed some attachment for her, and now I found that attachment 
strenthening, so I made proposals to her which met her approbation and we 
agreed to marry at some future day. 


On the 8th of May 1834 I took a position in the store of BAGLEY and CLARK 
at Fayetteville. I spent a very agreeable time there acting both as 
salesman and bookkeeper. On the 11th of Dec. that year I was married to 
the lady above named by HON. GEO. W. JONES, late of Fayetteville. 


My wife was the daughter of CAPT. WM. D. and MRS. HANNAH (LEONARD) MOORE. 
CAPT. DAVID MOORE (A) originally of Greenbrier co., VA, moved to Madison 
co., KY where my wife’s father was born and raised. At the time they 
emigrated there Kentucky had not been set off as a separate state, but 
still was Virginia. I have heard my father-in-law say he finished the 
house in Kentucky that he was born in in Virginia. 


At the time DAVID and JANE (DEPRIEST) MOORE settled in what was afterwards 
made Kentucky the Indians were very troublesome and they stole all the 
horses that MR. MOORE brought with him. DAVID MOORE was the son of LEVI 
and HANNAH MOORE, and he had, besides WM. D., four other sons: (1) LEVI, 
who lived and died at the old MOORE homestead; (2) DAVID D., lived in St. 
Louis, was drowned in the Mississippi River; (3) GEORGE W., who married 


RHODA YOWELL, died in Burnett, Texas; and (4) SAM C., who married AGGY 
RHODES. 


My wife’s father had four sisters: (1) ANNIE, who married FREEMAN BIVINS 
and went at an early day to Clay co., MO; (2) JANE, married JONATHAN 
ENGLISH and he died at Hopkinsville, KY, 1832. She afterward married JOHN 
MCKISSICK and lived in Clay co., MO; (3) POLLY married WILSON GILLESPIE 
and they separated and she afterwards married MR. RAY. They went to 
Missouri; (4) MARGARETT F. married JOEL F. YOWELL and had one child and 
she and the child both died in Lincoln co., TN. $6 


My wife’s mother had 8 brothers: ROBERT, THOMAS and JOHN lived in Alabama; 
SAM and HEZEKIAH died single; GRIFFITH J. lived and died at the old 
LEONARD homestead; and COLLIN died in Arkansas. 


I had two sisters: MILDRED, who married THOMAS BLACKNELL, had 7 sons; 
ROBERT, JOHN Y., GEORGE, CHARLEY (died young), BILLY, THOMAS, JOSEPH; and 
4 daughters: ELIZABETH (m. ROBT. ALLISON), FANNY (m. ROBT HASTING), LUCY 
(m. GEO. E. BRONSON), and MARIA (m. GEO. CAMPBELL). Sister BETSEY married 
JAMES R. HESTER and has 18 children - 3 pairs of twins, 


I had two brothers: THOMAS O. married MISS MARIA B. HAYES and WILLIAM A., 
married MISS ELIZABETH F. HAYES (sister of brother THOMAS’ wife). 
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My wife had two brothers, THOMAS D. married FANNIE BUCHANAN and WILLIAM, G. 
married RACHEL SCRUGGS and lived near Lampasas, Texas. My wife had four 
sisters ALPHA, died at the age of 15; ALITHA married JOHN B. FISHBACK; 
AMANDA; and MARGARET F. married PROF. RANDOLPH. I could give in detail 
many of the relatives but might be of interst to those who may read this 
imperfect biography. 


Indeed I know not if any one will take any special pleasure in reading 
what I have written or may write, but one thing at least will in some 
degree compensate me for the trouble and that is it gives me pleasure to 


review my past life and write about kinfolk, that can now only be enjoyed 
by me in memory. 


Now to go back to my wedding day. I went on the farm of my father-in-law, 
morning after my marriage and in 1835 remained in his house and worked on 
the farm with the hands, planted a good large cotton crop, which looked 
very promising, but in September a killing frost pretty well destroyed it 
as we only made about 100 pounds of seed cotton to the acre. 


UNCLE GEO. W. MOORE bought up and drove a large lot of hogs south and I 
hired to go with him as a foreman, so about the list of December we started 
South. We went to Columbia, Miss. and not finding a good market there we 
went to Clinton in Green co., Ala. where we disposed of our hogs and as we 
sold and left hogs all the way I took of coming back the route we went and 
closed up all unsettled business. Collecting on the way about $1,500. I 
got home about the 25th of January, 1836 and on my arrival home found our 
first born son about three weeks old. When I first felt the 
responsibility of being a father and as to how I have discharged that 
important obligation, eternity will only reveal that fact. 


On the 2nd day of Feb. 1836 we moved to the old MOORE place under the 
LEONARD bluff. Our family at that time consisted of myself, wife, my 
mother and old GEORGE, an old family servant that had been in my family as 
far back as my Grandfather, JOSEPH GILL, a negro man named HENRY, 
belonging to my mother, SILVA, a negro woman of about my age and a girl 
child about 1 year old and I should have said our son, WILLIAM THOMAS, 
then about three or four weeks old. 


Our second son, ROBERT LEVI, was born the 29th of March 1839, good Friday 
and had snow that day. I joined the Methodist church during this year. 


ALPHA, our oldest daughter was born Sept. 28th, 1841 and our son, ROBERT 
LEVI, died 19th Dec. 1842, the first deep sorrow that we ever experienced. 


A very serious trouble came upon me in June 1844. My mother who had made 
my house her home since I set up housekeeping, had been visiting her other 
children for 6 or 8 weeks, returned home and the next morning after her 
return home, she failed to be up ready for breakfast and I went to her 
bedside to wake her and found her cold in death. She had been a kind 


mother to me, having lost my father when only 4 years old, she was to me 
both father and mother. 


On the 29th day of Jan 1844, MOLLIE YOUNG, our second daughter was born, 


and we gave her the maiden name of my dear mother. 1844 I bought a small

farm from J.M. YOWELL to which place I moved early in 1845 and remained 
there till Feb. 1857. I moved to the place I now live having bought the 
farm in Oct. 1856. 


JAMES A. GILL was born at the last named place Nov. 26th, 1846. Also 
HENRY B. GILL was born there May 22, 1850, JOSEPH F. born Nov. 5, 1852 and 
died July 5, 1853. SALLIE H. was born there March 29, 1855. OLIVER F. 
GILL was born at my present residence Oct. 5, 1857. I moved to this home 
Feb. 1857.

Gill in Lincoln co., TN 


HENRY B. GILL and MARY P. YOWELL married July 31, 1873 by 
REV.

As I have previously said my father’s father was JOSEPH GILL of Granville 
co., N.C. His mother, ISABELLA, was the daughter of JOHN and MILDRED 
OWEN. JOHN OWEN’S father was THOMAS OWEN and MILDRED OWEN, wife of JOHN 
OWEN, was the daughter of THOMAS and ISABELLA (RICHARDSON) GRANT. JOHN 
OWEN was born in 1695 in Virginia, came to Granville co., N.C. in 1762 and 
died there at his home on Grassy Creek, August 9, 1804, aged over 109 
years. His wife, MILDRED GRANT OWEN, lived to be over 90 but was blind. 
JOHN OWEN and MILDRED GRANT were married in 1741. 


As I have said before my mother’s father was REV. JOHN YOUNG and was born 
in 1747 and died July 21, 1837. My mother’s mother, MARY BARNES, was born 
in 1746. 


My mother was born in 1782 and died in 1844. 


I have filled the office of class leader in the Church, and Steward for 
over 50 years, the most of the time as recording steward. I have been 
overseer of the Road, School Commissioner, taught two sessions of school, 
been guardian for 5 children, have adminstered on and wound up 7 different 
estates, was Sec. & Treas., Director and Trustee of the Petersburg- 
Richmond-Shelbyville Turnpike Road, was 5 years Sec. & Treas. of the Duck 
River Narrow Gauge Railroad, served 16 years as Justice of the Peace, 3 
years a member of the quoram Court and 2 years chairman of the County 
Court, served 2 or 3 years on the financial committee of Marshall County, 
one of the most important positions of the county. I have traveled in 
N.C. from east to west, in Virginia, and Tennessee from east to west, in 
Alabama from north to south, in Mississippi, Kentucky, Indiana, Illinois, 
Missouri from St. Louis, to Lexington and Kansas City and have attended 
several annual conferences as lay delegate. 
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(A) DAVID MOORE was a Revolutionary soldier. Going one day to JIMMIE 
ELLIOTT’S he saw pretty black-eyed JANE DEPRIEST and could not dismiss her 
from his mind. When the war was over he went back for JANE, they married, 
lived a while in Greenbrier then moved to what became Madison, Ky. JANE 
was the daughter of WILLIAM DEPRIEST, a Frenchman, and ALSIE ANNIE 
(ELLIOTT) DEPRIEST. CAPT. DAVID MOORE died and was buried in Kentucky; 
JANE DEPRIEST MOORE is buried in the SANDERS (or YOWELL) cemetery just off 
the Richmond Road near Petersburg. 


WM. DEPRIEST MOORE, their oldest son, was educated for a Presbyterian 
minister, but enlisted for service in the 1812 war. He was a financial 


success, farmer, mechanic and stone mason. He married HANNAH LEONARD in 
Tennessee after the war and they made their bridal trip to Kentucky on 
horseback.

GEORGE L. LEONARD was born 1790, died after 1850, was the son of SAMUEL 
LEONARD and the younger brother of THOMAS and ROBERT LEONARD. SAMUEL 
LEONARD remained in S.C. He had two sons: GEORGE L. and SAMUEL and two 
daughters: ELIZABETH and BELINDA. GEORGE L. and his sisters came to 
Tennessee with their uncle and aunt. GEORGE L. married (1) SUSANNAH 
CALAHAN in §.C. and she died in Tennessee. He then married (2) MARY ANN 
GILBERT, daughter of REV. JOHN GILBERT (A) of Lincoln co., TN 27 July 
1826. Some say he moved from Petersburg about 1838 to Dallas co., Texas; 
it would seem other records that he moved after 1843. REV. JOHN GILBERT 
was the first pastor of Mount Olivet Baptist Church, 1826. 


He received a grant of 640 A. south of the Trinity River and his son, 
WM.M., received 640 A. and his son, GEORGE S.C., received 320 A. 


The children of GEO. L. LEONARD and SUSANNAH CALAHAN LEONARD were: 


1-ELIZA ANN married SCOTT 

2-WM. M. married (1) ELIZABETH BRYAN and (2) COLE, dau. of JAS. 
COLE, and moved to Texas with his father. 

3-ADALINE married DOLLY in 1836 and moved to Texas. 

4-MAHULDA married COLE, brother of WILLIAM’S wife, moved to Tx.

PEGGY writes, "The following is an excerpt from one of the many letters I 
was privileged to receive from MR. HASKELL RODEN, now deceased, of 
Lincoln/Marshall cos., TN. MR. RODEN was first and foremost a historian 
of his area, secondly, an excellent genealogist. He was patient, willing 
to spend hours in the basement of the Lincoln county courthouse." (Also 
most generous with his records. jww) 


There were three well defined trails or traces that went north and south 
through Middle Tennessee: The Nachez Trace passed through Wayne county; 
Fishing Ford Road passed near Fayetteville and McCutcheon’s Trace followed 
near the Marshall/Maury county line and the Giles/Lincoln county line. 


The McCutcheon Trace crossed Elk River at Shoemaker’s Ford and the Salt 
House was there. BRICE M. GARNER, the first Clerk of LCT court was a salt 
salesman - a precious commodity in early days. He would go to upper East 
TN and Western Carolina and VA and buy a boat load of salt, float it down 
the TN River to the Elk River and push it up to Fayetteville and sell it 
at $16.00 per bushel - a lot of money in those days. 


This one trip he loaded his boat too heavy-the story goes-and when he 
arrived at Shoemaker’s Ford where the river is shallow, he was stranded on 
the shoals and couldn’t go any farther. He proceeded to build a house, 
unloaded his salt and sold it there. You can find any number of 
references to the Salt House on the McCutcheon Trace near Shoemakers Ford 
near Latitude Hill where the surveyors got their fix to lay off the 
various grants and lines - even county and state lines of TN and AL. 


LCT County Court Records, 20th June 1810: Ordered by the Court that ISAAC 
JAMES, JAMES WILLIAMS, JOHN SHUMAKER, THOMAS THUSTON, JOHN KELLY and 
ALEXANDER LAUGHLIN be viewers to view and mark off a road leading from 
Huntsville to the Salt House where McCutcheons Trace crosses Elk River, 


intersects, with the State Line, the nearest and best way to the Salt 
House.

MCMULLIN/MCMULLEN/MCMILLIN/MCMILLEN FAMILY 
Contributed by BOBBIE D. MCDOWELL, Rt.4 Box 179-A, Ripley, TN 38663 


NOTE: Variations of this name have been used according to times and 
places to emphasize the importance of checking all spellings. 


WILLIAM MCMULLEN who died before 8 Nov. 1817, LCT, was the progenitor of 
the MCMILLIN family of Falkner, Tippah cos. MS. Also the MCMULLEN family 
who settled in Angelina co., TX; the GROCE/GROSS family who went to 
Yalobusha, Kemper and Leake cos., MS; the JACOB WRIGHT family of LCT and 
Yalobusha co., MS; the CHITWOOD family of LCT and Marion co., IL; and the 
PINKSTON and MARSHALL families of Williamson, Lincoln, Marshall and Giles 
cos. TN and the other MCMULLEN sons, we cannot trace. 


WILLIAM MCMULLEN was our immigrant ancestor, according to JACOB WRIGHT 
descendants, who say NANCY MCMULLEN WRIGHT was born in Ireland. He was 
born about 1745-55. The year of 1804 is apparently the first year he did 
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born about 1745-55. The year of 1804 is apparently the first year he did 
not pay a poll tax in Williamson co., TN. The poll tax was required of 
all white males aged 21 to 51. This means he could have been born 1751- 
1752. However, during the years of 1800-04 he may have been paying the 
poll tax for sons in his household, who were 21 or over and could have 
already been exempt himself. In fact he may have been the WILLIAM 
MCMULLIN "exempted from laboring on the highway because of age" in 
Botetourt co., VA in 1795. If his age was about 50 in 1795 he was born by 
1745. His will written in 1815 says he was "of advanced age," so we 
assume he was quite old. 


MARTHA, his wife, maiden name unknown, was also born in Ireland ca 1775 
(sic-later data shows she had children about this age. jww). It is 
difficult to determine the exact date of their arrival in America. From a 
thorough study of census records, which give the place of birth, for his 
children, they evidently came sometime between 1778-85. Allowing for the 
variations in the 1880 census, given by the grandchildren for their 
parents birthplace, this is our best guess. 


After many years of researching this family, I was contacted by FRANK 
MCMULLEN of Palestine, TX a descendant of THOMAS MCMULLEN (See later). 
Although his family and my mother’s family spell the surname differently, 
we are convinced we share WILLIAM and MARTHA ( ) MCMULLEN as our common 
ancestor. 


No WILLIAM MCMULLEN etc. has been found in the 1790 census of VA with a 
household to fit our WILLIAM MCMULLEN, who later appears in Williamson 
co., TN. However, FRANK found a WILLIAM MCMILLIN in Robeson co., NC in 
1790 with the correct number of persons of the right sex in his household. 
He searched NC because THOMAS MCMULLEN was said to have been born there. 

I had narrowed my search to Botetourt co., VA because of AGNESS/NANCY 
MCMULLEN’S marriage to JACOB WRIGHT there in 1799. S\4 \L4 


Robeson co., NC joins the SC state line and was created from Bladen co. in 
1786. In 1790 there were at least eighteen other MCMILLIN households in 
Robeson co., possibly relatives. WILLIAM MCMULLEN’s immediate neighbors 
were JOHN MCDONALD and JOHN BLEW. WILLIAM MCMULLEN is not listed in 1800 
or 1810 in Robeson co. although several others were still there. 


Family tradition said my family came from Ireland and that my ancestor, 
JOSEPH MCMULLEN, was born on the ship coming over. FRANK MCMULLEN’S 
family tradition held that a sister died on shipboard coming over, and 
that his THOMAS MCMULLEN was born in NC. Our common problem with 
Botetourt co. lay in the fact that a WILLIAM MCMULLIN was there much too 
early to have had children born in Ireland-at least these children. FRANK 
MCMULLEN’S father hired a genealogist in the 1940’s who had linked their 
MCMULLENS with this earlier WILLIAM MCMULLEN in Virginia. As FRANK began 
his research, he quickly decided that was a mistake. Together, with the 
help of several others, we have worked out a probable family profile. 


By 1791 WILLIAM MCMULLEN was in Botetourt co. VA where he had a land grant 
on the James River joining the land of REV. EDWARD CRAWFORD, CHRISTOPHER 
CAPPS, and WILLIAM CROSS. His neighbors are important in proving this is 
our WILLIAM. On Feb. 4, 1794, cDWARD CRAWFORD, minister, performed the 
marriage between ANDREW MCMULLEN and POLLY FINNEY. In April 1799 WM. and 
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MARTHA MCMULLEN sold the 1791 land grant to JAMES MCKEE. The description 
is exactly the same. Also in April 1799 WM. MCMULLEN was surety for the 
marriage of AGNESS MCMULLEN and JACOB WRIGHT of Botetourt co. 


WILLIAM MCMULLEN’S land on the waters of the James River, Botetourt co., 
is believed to have been located near the area where Catawba Creek empties 
into the James, east and a little north of Fincastle. When they left VA 
they probably traveled the Wilderness Road, which branches off the Great 
Philadelphia Wagon Road, just south of Fincastle. From there it passed 
near Abingdon, VA, down the mountains through Jonesboro, TN, the great 
Cross-roads of the north to south and east to west migration, to 
Knoxville, across the Cumberland Plateau, and on to Nashville, TN just 
northeast of Franklin, Williamson co. 


WILLIAM MCMULLEN and his family, including his daughter and her husband 
JACOB WRIGHT, were Living in Williamson co. by the 1800 (poll) tax list. 
They likely left VA in the spring or early summer of 1799. By 1810-11 
most of this family had settled in the Swan Creek, Boonshill area of LCT. 
JACOB WRIGHT’S descendants claim Boonshill as the home of JACOB WRIGHT, 


An 1840 map of the area places his farm there. Some refer to Chestnut 
Ridge. Boonshill and Wright’s Cemetery is on present day Highway 64. The 
deeds mention “waters of Swan Creek." Highway 64 crosses Little Swan and 
Swan Creek east of Boonshill. It runs southwestward just below the 


highway for a few miles, then turns southward before reaching WRIGHT’S 
cemetery on the highway east of McBurg, TN. 


WILLIAM MCMULLEN is mentioned in LCT court records in 1810 when he signed 
as security with NATHAN G. PINSON for WILLIAM FARRER, who was appointed 
constable. On Agusut 30th it was "ordered that WILLIAM MCMULLEN, JAMES 
MCCORMICK, JOHN WILSON, JOHN DOAK, DAVID SMITH and JOHN PORTER, be a jury 
to view and lay off a road from WILLIAM MCMULLIN’S, the nearest and best 
way to JOHN GREER’S mill on Cane Creek." Then in 1811 Deed Bk. E. p. 521 
there is a state grant to WILLIAM MCMULLEN located "2nd District, waters 
of Pond Spring, branch of Swan creek, 50 acres, surveyed by NATHAN G, 


PINSON." In 1812, court records mention a road "Leading from WILLIAM 
MCMULLIN’S to GREER’S Mill hear said road crosses the east fork of Swan 
creek", This implies that WILLIAM MCMULLIN’S land lay between Swan creek 


and the east fork of the Swan. Or else it lay between the east fork of 
the Swan and Cane Creek. One deed says his land joined JACOB WRIGHT, but 
he (JACOB WRIGHT) owned several parcels of land. Where was GREER’S Mill, 
Pond Spring branch and Chestnut Ridge? 


There has been some question about the location of WILLIAM MCMULLIN’S land 
in 1800-11. A study of Williamson co. deeds show that HAYS/HAYES creek 
was a north branch of the Big Harpeth river. WILLIAM MCMILLIN’S deeds say 
waters of HAYS creek. The Harpeth rivers are seventy-five to one hundred 
miles north of Swan creek, waters of the Elk River, which is in present 
LCT. WILLIAM MCMILLIN’S neighbors on HAYS creek, Williamson co., were 
ISAAC DRAKE, AMOS ROUNSAVALL, MOSES CHAMBERS, JACOB WRIGHT, PETER 
PINKSTON, JAMES FERGUS, BERRY NOLIN, LENOARD WOOD, SARAH WOOD, JONATHAN 
WOOD and ISAAC NEELY among others. 


Williamson Co. was created from Davidson in 1799. LCT was not organized 
until 1809, It is to be expected that LCT records were recorded at 
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Franklin, Williamson co. prior to 1809. Proof of this is ANDREW GREER’S 


NC grant for 2500 acres, Cain Creek, Waters of elk River (Dec. 17,1754 
Williamson co. Deed Bk. A, p. 275.) 


A careful study of the deeds and tax records shows WILLIAM MCMULLIN, his 
sons and son-in-law, JACOB WRIGHT, on Hays Creek, waters of "Big Harpeth" 
1800-1810. LCT deed and court records show WILLIAM and some of his family 
on Swan creek, waters of Elk river, 1810 and later; two different 
locations. His neighbors in LCT included those which were mentioned in 
the court records as well as SAMUEL NESBIT, HENRY M. RUTLEDGE, JONATHAN 
GROCE, JOHN MCMILLIN, JORN DURLEY and others such as the CLAYTONS, 
GILBERTS, CUNNINGHAMS, BUCKLEYS and the LAWRENCE FAMILIES. 


I should also note that this WILLIAM MCMULLEN and his son JOSEPH 
MCMULLEN/MCMILLIN were not connected with JOSEPH MCMILLIN who married 
RACHEL NORRIS, daughter of EZEKIEL NORRIS. He lived on or near Cane 
Creek. A descendant of JOSEPH NORRIS and RACHEL NORRIS MCMILLIN is 
MARGARET HARRIS SHUTT, Petersburg, TN (1977 letters.) 


WILLIAM MCMULLEN left a will dated 18 April 1815 and probated 8 Nov. 1817, 
LCT. MARTHA MCMULLEN, his widow, left a will dated 27 Feb. 1826 and 
probated 21 June 1828. They are possibly buried in WRIGHT’S Cemetery, 
near their daughter NANCY and her husband and son. The broken fieldstones 
"W. Mc June 16 and M.M." may be their markers. The children 
named in both wills are listed in the order given in their father’s will, 
but this does not prove their order of birth.

JOHN MCMULLEN (i) of LCT in 1830 age 50-60; born 1770-1780 (Ireland) is 
likely the son of WILLIAM MCMULLEN and MARTHA. He was at least 21 on the 
1802 Williamson co. tax list and 26-45 on the 1820 census of LCT. This 
means he was born no earlier than 1775 and may not be the eldest. In 1820 
there is one female in his household aged 45 or older, and was probably 
his mother, MARTHA. In 1830 he is apparently married with six children 
ages 10 and under. I cannot identify him later. 


ANDREW MCMULLIN/MCMULLEN (ii) possibly the eldest child, was likely born 
1773-1774, Ireland. This is based on his estimated age as 20-21 when he 
married in 1794. POLLY/MARY FINNEY, his wife, was the daughter of TIMOTHY 
FINNEY of Botetourt co., VA. He is listed on the 1800 Williamson co. tax 
list. Although he may have been still living in 1815 when his father made 
his will, he was certainly deceased before 1826 when his mother refers to 
"heirs of son ANDREW." In the 1802 court of Williamson co., MARY MCMULLIN 
filed a settlement of the estate of ANDREW MCMILLIN. JAMES MCMULLIN 
bought a man’s saddle and a rifle. JOHN GROCE bought plough irons. This 
could place ANDREW MCMULLIN’S death in 1801 or 1802, even though WILLIAM 


MCMULLEN’S will of of 1815 implies his son ANDREW MCMULLEN was still 
living. Heirs are unknown. 
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WILLIAM MCMULLEN (iii) was probably born 1770-1775, Ireland. So he could 
have been the oldest child. There were several WILLIAM MCMULLEN/MCMULLIN 
in both Williamson and LCT. He was likely the WILLIAM MCMULLEN living 
between JOHN MCMULLIN and JONATHAN GROSS in 1820, LCT. He is likely the 
WILLIAM MCMULLEN who was four households away from JACOB R. WRIGHT (son of 
JACOB WRIGHT) in 1840. Two households away was HENRY SWINEBOARD. A map 
entitled "Old Boonshill" 1840 shows the location of the JACOB WRIGHT and 
JACOB R. WRIGHT farms and the SWINEFORD land in the Swan creek area. Also 
in this District (#20) in 1840 were JOSEPH MCMULLIN, JACOB WRIGHT (SR.), 
P.W. HARPER (JACOB WRIGHT’S son-in-law), STERLING Y. KEITH, and IRA 
MCKINNEY. IRA MCKINNEY’S store is shown on the map. The following is a 
description of district 20 in 1840 from JANE WARREN WALLER’S LINCOLN 
COUNTY TENNESSEE CENSUS,as shown in the 1836 Field Calls of LCT: 
"Begin on a small branch on swann at the mouth of the lane between HENRY 
SWINEBROAD and BOON WILSON run east to intersect the Pulaski road at 
MCKINNEYS store and then with the road to the forks leading to the 
sulpher spring and then a direct line to BUCKENRIDGES oald place on the 
dividing Ridge between swann and MORTONS creek and then round with the 
ridges dividing Swan from Craigheads creek keeping the said ridges to 
include all the remaining branches of Swan and West on the ridge 
between Swan and Cane Creek to the top of the ridge between the water 
of Swan and Richland at a point on the Columbia road near WILSON P. 
DAVIS’S Coal pit and then Southwardly on the ridge between ABRAM SUMMERS 
and JOHN DAVIS (Lynn) with the East boundary of No 17 to the Beginning 
SAML DOBBINS designated as the place for holding Elections." 


JAMES MCMULLEN (iv) was born 12 Oct 1776 (Ireland). JAMES W.C. MCMULLEN 
was married to DECEY CHITWOOD on 12 Dec. 1797 in Franklin co., VA. Surety 
was WILLIAM CHITWOOD. He did service in the War of 1812 and died in Oct. 
1827, Giles co., TN. This information was given by a son in the Military 
file of JAMES MCMULLIN. In the file were affidavits by some of JACOB and 
NANCY WRIGHT’S children that refer to DECEY/DIANNA as “AUNT DICEY." This 
proves he is JAMES MCMULLEN, son of WILLIAM and MARTHA MCMULLEN, of LCT. 
One of the affidavits says that his son, JAMES MCMULLEN, left his seven 
children with his mother after his wife died. He (the son) remarried in 
1830, Dyer co., TN and returned to Giles co. for the children. He then 
Lived in Coahoma co., MS for a long time, but was living in KY in 1874. 
Franklin co., VA does not join present Botetourt co., but is very close; 
where several counties corner. 


AGNESS MCMULLEN (v) called NANCY, which is the designation for AGNESS, was 
born 3 Nov. 1778 (WRIGHT Bible) Ireland (gravestone). She married JACOB 
WRIGHT on 16 Apr. 1799 in Botetourt co., VA, with WILLIAM MCMULLEN as 
surety. She died 30 June 1840 in LCT (Bible record and tombstone) and was 
buried in WRIGHT’S cemetery. She and JACOB WRIGHT reared a large family 
which has been extensively researched. This WRIGHT family Bible and other 
papers have been donated to the TN Archives, Nashville, by the late WILSON 
WRIGHT of Franklin, TN. The children were: 1-WILLIAM B. WRIGHT, who 
married MARY MARSHALL of Williamson co., TN; 2-ANDREW WRIGHT died young; 
3-JACOB R. WRIGHT, who lived in LCT, married ,ist Mary » who died in 
1844, and 2nd HARRIET COLLINS in 1853; 4-NANCY D. WRIGHT, wife of PLUMER 
HARPER of LCT. The HARPER children were: MARTHA E. HARPER, wife of HENRY 
JACOBS: THOMAS M. HARPER; JAMES G. HARPER; MARY LOUISA HARPER, wife of 
JOSEPH SHAW; ALFRED HARPER, deceaded in 1859; 5- MARTHA WRIGHT HUFF, who 
left at least one son, WILLIAM B. HUFF; 6-POLLY WRIGHT BENNETT (her 
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children were nimors in Giles co. when the JACOB WRIGHT, SR. estate was 
settled.); 7-JAMES HARVEY WRIGHT of LCT (The "J.H. WRIGHT" of 
GOODSPEED’S);(8) ISAAC NEWTON WRIGHT, who married JANE DOWNING; 9-GEORGE 
W. WRIGHT, who married NARCISSA BENSON and went to Yalobusha co., MS. 
(Descendants are The Reverend FRANK M. MCCLAIN, Ph.D., Winnetka, IL and 
others still in Yalobusha co.) 10-ADELINE ELVIRA WRIGHT, who married 
BENJAMIN GEORGE BENSON and moved to Yalobusha co. 11-GILBERT WRIGHT, who 
died at the age of 19; 12-FRANCIS MARION WRIGHT, who married LUCINDA 
VIRGINIA WHITTINGTON (MARION A. WRIGHT of Rome, GA is a descendant as was 
the late JAMES WILSON WRIGHT, who died in 1989.) 


SARAH/SALLY MCMULLEN (vi) was born about 1784. The 1850 census, Marion 
co., IL gives her birthplace as VA. More than likely she was one of the 
first children born in America, probably NC. She married about 1800-1803, 
probably in Williamson co., TN to EDMUND CHITWOOD, son of JOEL and SARAH 
CHITWOOD. EDMUND CHITWOOD was on the Williamson tax lists 1806-1813. He 
was in LCT 1820-30. By 1840 EDMUND CHITWOOD was in Dyer co., TN near his 
brother-in-law, THOMAS MCMULLIN. EDMUND and SALLY CHITWOOD and some of 
their children moved to Marion co., IL, where he died between 1840-50. 
SALLY was still there in 1850. Those who moved to IL were LUCINDA 
CHITWOOD and her husband THOMAS PIGG; JOEL CHITWOOD, and GREEN LEE 
CHITWOOD. Those who remained in LCT were ELIZABETH CHITWOOD and her 
*s husband, WILLIAM HOLBERT; WILLIAM CHITWOOD; and SARAH DELILAH CHITWOOD and 
&’ her husband JOHN PIGG. Family data was given by MARY E. SCOTT, 
Fayetteville, TN (1977 and 1991), who is a descendant of WILLIAM CHITWOOD. 
SARAH SCOTT’S family has the tradition that MCMULLIN ancestors went to 
Scotland from Ireland because of an ’uprising.’ My family’s traditon was 
that they went to Ireland from Scotland because of an "uprising."

Lincoln News: Mr. RUSSELL WHITWORTH died at the residence of his son~in- 
law, W.L. SHELTON, on the night of the llth inst., and was buried the 13th 
at the SIMMS graveyard. He was born on Stewart’s creek October 4, 1809, 
and had passed 82 at the time of his death. He always lived in the county 
and had witnessed its change from a comparative wilderness to its present 


condition. He was a member of the Missionary Baptist church and lived an 
exemplary life. (poem).

HON. JOHN BURNAM’S OBITUARY 
Taken from the FAYETTEVILLE OBSERVER Nov. 19, 1891 


We take the following extracts from a very lengthy article in the Park 
City Daily Times, published at Bowling Green, Ky., on the life and death 
of Mr. JOHN BURNAM, father of CAPT. J.H. BURNAM, of this place. MR. JOHN 
BURNAM, possibly the oldest man in Warren county, died at 9 o’clock a.m. 
the 3d inst., at the residence of his son-in-law, W.A. COOKE, in this 
city. The causes leading to his death were those usual and incident to 
old age, for he had almost reached his four score and ten, being born on 
the 27th of May, 1804. The death was unexpected, or rather came suddenly, 
for an hour before he was up and ate his breakfast as usual. His vital 
powers seemed to succumb, and life was extinct in a few minutes so brief 
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the warning that none was with him except his daughter, MRS. COOKE, at the 
time. 


A biography of MR. BURNAM would be as interesting as that of any man, 
living or dead, and would constitute a part of the history of Warren 
county for the first half of the century. But unfortunately, many of the 
details of his life are not in the keeping of any one living; he having 
outlived his day and his generation. Those that knew him in his manhood 
and activity long since have fallen asleep. It is understood that some 
time ago he was engaged on an autobiography, which, if ever published, 
will present a life and history full of usefulness and characteristics 
worthy of emulation. 


In 1825 he became a Mason and in due course reached the Royal Arch 
degrees, holding the order in the highest esteem and veneration and was 
- doubtless the oldest Mason in Kentucky at his death. 


In 1833 he professed religion and became a member of the Missionary 
Baptist church in this city, connecting himself with that body in its 
comparative infancy. He might properly be styled one of the pioneers of 
that denomination in Kentucky. MR. BURNAM continued an active member of 
the church until enfeebled by age. To him is due the erection in a great 
measure of the present Baptist house of worship at Bowling Green in ’52- 
54, to which he contributed, not only more than a thousand dollars of his 


means, but nearly two years of his time in the personal supervision of the 
contracts and the work. 


MR. JOHN WOODARD’S DEATH REPORTED 
Taken from the FAYETTEVILLE OBSERVER Dec. 3, 1891 


Quite a sad accident occurred 4 miles north of Mulberry last Saturday 
evening. MR. JOHN WOODARD, who has been living at the Mulberry Cemetery 
the past year, was returning from Lynchburg Saturday under the influence 
of whisky, and was running his horse, when just this side of MR. BUCK 
MCLAUGHLIN’S he lost his balance and fell on his head. He was picked up 
and carried home, but was never conscious, and died Sunday morning from 
concussion of the brain.

W.D. SOUTHWORTH 
Taken from the FAYETTEVILLE OBSERVER Dec. 10, 1891 


"A Native of This Place Arrested in New York as a Dynamiter.” 

Before the war MR. A.W. SOUTHWORTH lived in this place, and while a 
resident of Fayetteville his son, Wm. D. SOUTHWORTH, was born. The young 
man is now under arrest in New York and a most serious charge is entered 
against him-that of being a dynamiter. 


Last Friday a man enterd the office of RUSSELL SAGE, a New York 
millionaire, and handed to him a letter demanding $1,250,000; on reading 
it MR. SAGE returned the letter and turned to leave, when the man threw a 
dynamite bomb. It wrecked the building, and injured people in the house 
to such an extent that three died. MR. SAGE escaped with slight injury, 


but the body of the dynamiter was blown to atoms and only his head and 
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limbs were found. He has not been identified. W.D. SOUTHWORTH has been 
arrested as an accomplice. The following is from the NASHVILLE HERALD: 


The man who blew himself up in the effort to blow up RUSSELL SAGE has 
been indentified by one CAPT HARRY HORNE as the head of a man who 


endeavored to interest him in the general betterment of mankind by the 
overthrowing of monopolies. 


CAPT HORNE says this man introduce him to a man who gave his name as 
WM. D. SOUTHWORTH, who talked in the same strain, and wanted him to 

travel as a lecturer for a secret society, which should make war on 

capital, even to the extent of dynamiting capitalists. 


One DAVID B. SHAW called at police headquarters and identified 
SOUTHWORTH as a man whom he had met on Oct. 9, on which date there 
appeared in a morning paper the following advertisement: 


"WANTED-A young man who has traveled considerably, to act as 


advance agent for a lecturer. Address, Morris Hotel, 11 West 
street." 


SHAW went to the place designated and met SOUTHWORTH, who unfolded a 
scheme for the organization of a secret society with branches in the 
larger cities. SHAW’S story is similar to that told by HORNE. 


The WM. D. SOUTHWORTH who is known here was seen by COL A.S. COLYAR in 
New York two weeks ago. COL. COLYAR said that he had taken a fancy to 
SOUTHWORTH when a boy, and had followed his strange career more or less 
closely. When he was last in New York SOUTHWORTH called on him and 
talked about a scheme he had for building a railroad connecting North 
and 

South America. COL COLYAR says SOUTHWORTH has been in Europe, Asia, 
Africa, and South America and has been in every revolution during the 


past 20 years. He is always on the side of the rebels and took part in 
the recent revolution in Chili. 


COL. COLYAR says SOUTHWORTH is one of the smartest men he ever saw. 
Some people would call him a crank, but the very smart people are always 
cranks. He is a most plausible man and COL. COLYAR thought but one of 


the best newspaper writers that he knew. He had interested a large 
number of prominent people in his scheme to connect the continents by 
rail.

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leaves a wife, who was in Rutherford co. at the time with her daughter, 
MRS. F.M. JACKSON, and the other children are MR. H.P. GEORGE and MRS. 
LITTLE, of Bellville. Burial at the GEORGE graveyard.

MR. WHITE BUCHANAN, of Howell, was in town Saturday complaining of cold 
and a stiffness of his joints. His friends are apprehensive that he may 
have a pulmonary complaint, and his constitution has been so weakend by 
the weight of years that it is feared he could not stand a protracted 
sickness. MR. BUCHANAN is one of the few remaining veterans of the 
Mexican war. 


He has a souvenir of that time, which he prizes highly. When he 
volunteered his services and just before starting for Mexico he was 
presented by DR. JOHN MCKINNEY with a comb. It was used by his comrades 
during that war and he has used it daily since then. Long usage has worn 
away one side of it, but there still remains enough of it to arrange MR. 
BUCHANAN’S gray locks.

Last Tuesday morning about 2 o’clock our town resounded with the thrilling 
cry, "Fire" and the bells aided in sounding the alarm...the whole interior 
of VINING & STRANE’S drug-store was ablaze...Nothing was saved that was in 
the building....In the same house belonging to MR. A.D. RUTH a large 
assortment of jewelry, clocks, watches, etc., were destroyed....The next 
building north was occupied by MR. D.J. DIMOCK, confectioner. His stock 
was worth about $500, about 1/2 of which was saved. The building was 
owned by MR. FRANK MOREHEAD, and was worth, perhaps, $1,500. No insurance 
on stock or building. 
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Next, the West Side Book Store, owned by J.W. GOODWIN, Esq. Most of the 
goods saved, stock worth $900- damaged to the extent of $100. No 
insurance on stock or building. 


Next, the hardware store of BLAKE & MCPHAIL. stock valued at $3,500- 
insured for $2,000. Building owned by A.J. TOON and uninsured. 


Next came the substantial building occupied by WILSON & FRANCIS. Their 
stock valued at $10,000 was piled on the Square in a damaged condition, 
and was insured for $4,000. The building was owned by A.J. TOON, was not 
insured and was worth $6,000. 


The next and last consumed was WARD & SHORT’S store and tin house. Their 
stock of which perhaps 2/3 was saved, was worth, probably, $2,000 with an 
insurance of $1,000. The buidling was insured for $600 and was owned by 
JOHNSON & MOREHEAD. 


DR. B.C. NEWMAN’S books and instruments which were in the drug store were 
consumed. 


COL. JO. G. CARRIGAN’S books and papers in his office over the drug store 
were destroyed.

MORTON were first cousins. WILLIAM C. MORTON was the son of JOHN MORTON 
and SUSANNAH ROBERTS MORTON, the sister of RACHAEL ROBERTS GILBERT. 


PATRICIA WEST is a great-great-granddaughter of WILLIAM and SARAH GILBERT 
through their son, THOMAS ROBERTS MORTON; his daughter GERTIE B. MORTON 
KIRKLAND; and her daughter ALICE KIRKLAND WEST CHAMBERS. There was much 
intermarriage between the GILBERT, ROBERTS and MORTON families. 


These families were in LCT by 1800-1810. They settled in Fayetteville, 
Chestnut Ridge, or Petersburg. 


ALICE KIRKLAND WEST CHAMBERS was given the Bible in the 1950s by MRS. 
BESSIE WAGSTER REDD of Petersburg, LCT. The leather cover of this Bible 


has been replaced and it is in excellent condition. LUCIAN "BUTCH" 
WINFRED WEST JR. of Robertsdale, AL has this Bible. 
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THOMAS ROBERTS MORTON and his wife, ALICE EUGENIA GILBERT MORTON, grew up 
and lived on Chestnut Ridge in LCT. THOMAS and ALICE MORTON, moved to 
Meridianville, Madison co., AL and the to Huntsville, Madison co., Ab 
about 1898. They are buried in the old Huntsville cemetery, Maple Hill 
Cemetery, with their daughter, VELVA T. MORTON, who died as a child. Two 
of their three surviving daughter, GERTIE B. MORTON KIRKLAND and MARCHIE 
MARY MORTON DAVENPORT, were deaf and attended (and boarded during the 
school year) the AL School for the Deaf in Talledega, AL., which is the 
reason the family moved from TN to AL. The third surviving daughter, ARTY 
LERA KIRKLAND, never married and lived with her sister GERTIE KIRKLAND in 
Birmingham, AL and later with MARCHIE DAVENPORT in Brundige, AL.

Provenance: Excerpt from newspaper clipping before 1899, found in the 
Bible: "R.A. WAGSTER, of Chestnut Ridge, (LCT) has an heirloom in his 
family that is highly cherished. It is an old bible. It was first 
purchased by his great great grandfather, JACK SMITH, who in turn handed 
it down to RASON SMITH, who in turn handed it down to his (I believe ’his’ 
refers to R.A. WAGSTER) great grandmother, SARAH ROBERTS. She left it to 
her daughter, RACHAEL GILBERT, who gave it to MR. WAGSTER for safe 
keeping. MRS. GILBERT, MR. WAGSTER’S grandmother (RACHAEL ROBERTS 
GILBERT, who died 2 Aug. 1898) is a very old lady, now living near 
Chestnut Ridge, and delivered this book to her grandson, knowing it would 
be properly preserved by him and kept in the family as a reminder to the 
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rising generation of the love for the book by their ancestors." (Undated, 
but it must be before 1898 when MRS. GILBERT died.) 


The Bible fragment consists of pages 581-1080 and pages 1-25 of the Psalms 
of David in Metre. The Bible is in fragile condition, with only a leather 
binding on the spine. The pages are still flexible and sturdy. The Bible 
is being professionally restored, de-acidified, cleaned, and stored in an 
archival phase box for preservation. 


MR. R.A. WAGSTER’S daughter, BESSIE WAGSTER REDD of Petersburg, TN, gave 
the Bible to ALICE KIRKLAND WEST CHAMBERS in the 1950s, along with a 
GILBERT-MORTON family Bible belonging to WILLIAM C. MORTON and SARAH M. 


GILBERT. ALICE CHAMBERS gave the Bible to her daughter, PATRICIA ANN 
WEST. 


The families represented in this Bible lived in Bedford co., TN and LCT. 


ALICE KRIKLAND WEST CHAMBER’S materanl grandparents, THOMAS ROBERTS MORTON 
and ALICE EUGENIA GILBERT MORTON were close blood relatives. Both are 
direct descendants of both these GILBERTS and these ROBERTS. Among their 
eight grandparents, two ROBERTS sisters, RACHAEL and LUCRETIA, married two 
GILBERT brothers, respectively , JOHN C. GILBERT and DOCTOR A. GILBERT. A 
third ROBERTS sister, SUSANNAH, married WILLIAM C. MORTON. All lived in 
LCT.
